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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-87 are currently pending in the instant application. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121, wherein a Group is a set of patentable 
distinct inventions of a broad statutory category (e.g. compounds, methods of use, methods of 
making, etc.): 

I. Claims 1-8 and 79 drawn to a compound of formula (I) classified in class 544, and 
plethora of subclasses. 

II. Claims 9-69, 79 and 80 drawn to a compound classified in class 548, and plethora 
of subclasses. 

III. Claims 70-78, drawn to a method of use of a compound classified in class 5 14, and 

several subclasses. 

IV. Claims 81-86 drawn to a process for preparing a compound classified in class 548, 

and plethora of subclasses. 

V. Claim 87 drawn to another process for preparing a compound classified in class 
548, and plethora of subclasses.
